Continuation of 3. NOTE: The applicant has amended claim 1 to recite "when the measuring indicated a mismatch in relative orientation 
between the target elements and the output elements, reordeing the measured output elements for matching the relative orientation of 
the measured output elements to the target elements whereby the computing of the calibration function is done without having to re- 
measure the output elements". The applicant also points to similar language in claim 23. Claim 23 states " identifying a mis-ordering of 
the measurements of the target in the DPS output from a desired order of measurement; based on the identified mis-ordering, providing 
to the user of the DPS a representation of the correct corresponding measuring process including a desired posion of the output 
orientation and order of measurement". The examiner feels that the claims are dissimilar since the mis-ordering of the measurement 
could be from other than just mis-orientation. The amendment to claim 1 required further consideration and/or search. . 
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
